What Washington 
Thinks 


f gan new Administration must de- 
pend largely on Congress to bring 
about sizable reduction in government 
spending. And in the past, pressure 
groups prevented Congress from go- 
ing very far down the economy road. 

Both overstaffing and understaffing 
are commonplace in the federal gov- 
ernment. Much of this stems from 
Congress, which has added agency 
after agency. The freest big spenders 
are the military, and they seem to be 
pretty much untouchables in Congress. 

Civil service regulations make it 
difficult to weed out any but the most 
flagrant incompetents. Job sheets are 
so written that promotion and pay de- 
pend too much on supervisory duties. 
The more you supervise, the better 
your chances for higher pay. 

The new Administration may suc- 
ceed in enlarging the scope of gov- 
ernmental reorganization. This offers 
some relief, but it’s only part of the 


Looking 


“YROWING population, fewer farm- 
C B ers, and no more land are big fac- 
tors in the farm outlook. They add 
up to this: (1) High farm income (bar- 
ring depression), (2) Increasing use of 
laborsavers (farm machinery and 
equipment), (3) Increasing use of pro- 
duction boosters (fertilizers, chemicals, 
improved seed and stock, etc.), and 
(4) Increasing dependence on cash in- 
come to maintain production. 

Forty years ago farmers produced 
most of their own power and fuel. 
They depended mainly on farm-pro- 
duced fertilizer. Now they are one of 
the largest buying groups in the U.S. 

PMA says farmers now use 7 mil- 
lion tons of steel each year—more than 
goes into a year’s output of passenger 
cars. They buy 16'% billion gallons 
of crude petroleum—more than is 
used by any other industry. 

Farmers use 320 million pounds of 
raw rubber a year—enough to put 
tires on six million automobiles. They 
15 billion kilowatt hours of

New Farm Legislation? 


The chances of new farm legisla- 
tion are greater in 1953 than in any 
year since 1949. That's always the 
case after a general election. A fresh 
Administration comes up with new 
faces and new ideas. It has greater 
strength in Congress for a_ few 


months while the new political honey- 
moon lasis. By 1954, politicians will 


be thinking of the next election, and 
will be more reluctant to stick out 
their necks. 


Price supports for perishable farm 
products will be the major measure 
considered. No plan has ben devel- 
oped by either Senate or House Agri- 
culture Committee. It seems likely 
that the committees will go in for 
serious study, but unless a plan jells 
fast, action in 1953 can’t be expected. 
Should livestock, dairy, and poultry 
prices slip badly, more stop-gap legis- 
lation is possible. 


Other Issues 


Other farm issues that will get 
serious consideration in the next Con- 
gress are proposals to make the Farm 
Credit Administration independent of 
USDA, to tax co-ops more, to reduce 
soil. conservation payments, and to re- 
organize USDA. 

The Grange proposal to create a 
Federal Farm Commission to handle 
farm price supports, replacing PMA, 
will be urged on Congress. A part of 
the Grange plan is a two-price system 
for wheat and other big export crops.

highways, parking lots, shopping cen- 
ters, air fields, residential areas, etc. 
It has been unofficially estimated that 
these developments are reducing farm 
land one million acres yearly. 

About 25 percent of total 1951 
crop production was due to fertilizer, 
compared to 22 percent in 1948, and 
1442 percent in 1938, says the Bureau 
of Plant Industry. 

Other USDA studies indicate that 
for every $1 spent for fertilizer in 
1950, the increased crop values were 
$11.29 for cotton, $7.25 for pastures, 
and $4.86 for wheat. 

USDA’s industry advisory commit- 
tee says there won't be enough nitro- 
gen to meet demand in 1953, but that 
phosphate supply will be more nearly 
adequate than this year, and that there 
will be enough potash. 

The farm price outlook for 1953 
isn’t greatly different than for 1952, 
according to USDA. The experts see 
a possibility of a mild business reces- 
sion the last half of the year, particu- 
larly in the fall. They don’t predict 
this. They simply think a business 
recession isn’t possible before next 
summer. After that, there’s as much 
chance the country will stay prosper- 
ous as that it won't

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ESEARCH men at the Rice-Pasture Ex- 

periment Station near Beaumont, Texas, 

are working out a three- to five-year rota- 

tion of rice and pastures. They are trying 
to help rice farmers make better use of their land 
between rice crops. 

“The best clovers we have found so far for 
this purpose are white Dutch, Persian, and hop,” 
explains Dr. Ralph Weihing, in charge of pasture 
investigations. “Dallis grass is the leader among 
the grasses we have tried, although good results 
have been obtained with Bermuda and alta fes- 
cue.” 

Dr. Weihing added, “Our aim is to improve 
pastures so they not only will provide grazing 
for cattle, but also yield a crop of seed and hay 
for winter feeding. We feel that would be making 
the maximum use of pastures.” 

Clover may be planted any time from October 
15 to December 15. Grass should be seeded from 
September 15 to November 15. Inoculation of 
clover seed before planting is essential. In a field 
at the station planted to white clover and Dallis 
grass, the seeding rate was 5 pounds of clover 
and 7 pounds of grass per acre. 


\° SEEDBED preparation is necessary when 
pasture seeds are sown. Rice straw is left on 
the land and the seeds are broadcast in the stubble. 
Phosphoric acid fertilizer is applied to the land 
at the rate of 60 pounds per acre. This is the 
only phosphate it receives until after the next 
rice crop is harvested and the land is ready to go 
back into pasture. When rice is planted, nitrogen 

is added at the rate of 60 pounds per acre. 
The research men at the station have found 
. that fertilizers used to increase the yield of one 
crop in a rotation system often are beneficial to 
subsequent crops. They also have found that 
clover crops which received no phosphorus either 
were stunted or failed to grow at all, but that the 
grass was not affected. They say that increased

White Dutch, Persian, and 
hop clovers in a pasture 
mixture are a distinct help 
to the farmer. These clovers 
volunteer to a good stand 
following a rice crop, even 
after being under water for 
several months. According 
to experiments at the station and on rice farms 
where this system has been tried, there may be 
no need for reseeding the clovers. Dallis grass 
responds in the same way when there’s enough 
moisture to germinate the seed. 

Dr. Weihing reports that during the past four 
years, from 50 to 135 pounds per acre of white 
clover seed were harvested by combine at the 
station. The crop is raked with a side delivery 
rake an hour or two after mowing, to avoid seed 
shattering. Then it is cured in windrows until the 
day it is to be combined. About 10 o'clock in 
the morning it is turned with the rake. (By that 
time the dew has dried on top of the windrow 
and turning it places the dry top on dry ground 
and exposes the underside to the sun to finish 
the drying.) By 10:30 the combining starts. 

Straw from the combine is baled for hay with 
a pickup baler. It is not necessary to rake before 
baling, as the spreader is not used on the com-

bine and the straw is left in rows for cattle. 

A quick comparison of improved and unim- 
proved pastures shows that beef gains on the 
improved pastures were about four times those 
on unimproved pastures—an average of 182 
pounds compared to 47 pounds. Three-year-old 
Braford cows and calves were used in the tests. 
The unimproved pastures were grazed 201 days; 
the improved pastures were grazed the full 365 
days. Furthermore, the improved pastures were 
stocked with about three times as many cows and 
calves as the unimproved pastures during the 
period of April 14 to November 7 

And what about rice yields in this system? Re- 
ports on experiments with rice following both 
improved and unimproved pastures show that rice 
following improved pastures will yield an extra 
two barrels per acre. 

These results demonstrate that, under this 
system, rice farmers can balance their farming 
Operations as well as their bank accounts with 
the added income from clover sced, beef, and rice.

Capital in Balance 


AND, labor, and capital must be in balance 

if we are to do a worthy job of building 

Our soils and developing higher unit pro- 

duction. Capital is necessary to equip a 

farm, and intelligent labor and efficient manage- 
ment are of equal importance. 

Ihe increasing number of absentee landlords 
presents a perplexing problem. Many of these 
landlords have the necessary capital, but possess 
little knowledge of crop and livestock production. 

Finding a place for young farmers is the other 
serious problem growing out of our land tenure 
program. Many of them are well equipped with 
knowledge of what good farming requires, but 
have little capital with which to put their knowl- 
edge into practice. As a result, they drift into 
industry and are forever lost to agriculture, There 
are many tenant farmers barely able to eke out 
an existence who, if properly equipped, would 
become outstanding farmers and citizens. 

in McClain County, Oklahoma, we believe we 
have a partial solution to both of these problems. 
At least we have made a start. 

There is nothing new in our plan. It is being 
tried in a small way in many other sections of the 
country, and is a subject for frequent discussion 


among agricultural economists, landlords, and 
tenants, 
We are encouraging what we call “operating 


agreements” between the landowner and the farm 
operator. The plan thus far has resulted in the 
development of a sound program, which has in- 
creased the value of the capital invested and also 
produced a profit for both parties to the agreement. 


| ETAILS, of course, may differ, but as a rule 

the landowner furnishes a suitable economic 
farm unit, The operator furnishes his labor in 
return for the farm and living quarters. From this 
point the two partners share equally in the invest- 
ment in equipment, livestock, and poultry. They 
also share equally in the expense of operation as 
well as in the income. 

Mr. and Mrs. Earl Finch, of Washington, Ok- 
lahoma, entered into a partnership with Guy 
James in 1944, Earl had been an outstanding 
4-H’er throughout his school years and a nations il 
4-H Club judging champion. But in 1944 he was 
renting a rundown farm, underequipped in both 
machinery and livestock. His net worth was about 
$500. During this time Guy James, a young con- 
tractor from Oklahoma City, was having difficulty 
in getting adequate labor to manage his farm. 
His attention was called to Earl Finch. He made 
suitable investication, contacted Finch, and made 
un Owner-operator agreement with him.

Finch has grown from a net worth of $500 in 
1944 to a net worth of several thousand dollars. 
His net income exceeds that of many city execu- 
tives. In cight years he has accumulated enough 
to buy a farm of his own, should he so desire. 
And what about Guy James and his investment? 
The farm has been increased from 400 acres to 
950 acres, and much of the land has been doubled 
in production. 


D Fetes: rag successful partnership was devel- 
oped by Charles Wantland, an Edmond oil 
operator, and | conard Wyatt, another young Mc- 
Clain County farm boy. Wantland owned 400 
acres west of Purcell, part of it creek-bottom land. 
Dering his years of ownership the farm had been 
scurcely self-supporting. Part of the land was 
blow sand and the rest was about worn out and 
covered with Johnson and weeds. Wyatt 
owned 40 acres and operated a small dairy, but 
he wasn’t expanding very fast. He had two years’ 
training at Oklahoma U niversity and was an alert 
student of agricultural science. His knowledge 
was greater than his financial capacity to use it. 
So Wyatt placed his labor and management against 
Wantland’s capital. Wyatt sold his small farm 
and invested equally with Wantland in equipment 
and livestock. Wantland financed Wyatt to the 
extent of several thousand dollars. As a result 
of this partnership, the farm has grown to more 
than 1,000 acres. The blow sand is producing an 
average of $75 an acre in vetch and rye. The 
place supports 125 head of Hereford breeding 
cows, and Wyatt's income is several times larger 
than when he operated his own farm. 

Space does not permit reference to all the suc- 
cessful owner-tenant agreements in McClain and 
adjoining counties, but the experience of Ed 
Bourquin and his son-in-law is worth consider- 
ing. Bourquin’s son-in-law, Hubert Lynn, said, 
“We don't always agree on the way a job should 
be done, but we do agree that if one idea doesn't 
work out we will try another.”

can have your soil tested and receive expert 

advice on how to fertilize each type of land 
on your farm. This important service is available 
to Texas farmers through the Soil esting Labora- 
tory at Texas A&M College. 

Extension Agricultural Chemist M. K. Thorn- 
ton, head of the soil-testing service, will work out 
fertilizer recommendations for your land if you 
will send him samples of the soils on your farm. 
In addition to the samples, he will need a written 
report of your land. This will include cropping 
history, fertilizers used, degree of crosion, type of 
soil, slope of land, and future cropping plans 

Since it would be impossible for Mr. Thornton 
to visit individual farms, the accuracy of his 
recommendations will depend largely on how well 
you send your “farm” to him. You can do this 
easily if you follow the simple steps shown here. 

Be sure to attach to the soil sample package 
an envelope containing the information sheet or 
sheets and your remittance (make payable to Soil

Testing Service). Mail the package to Soil Testing 
Laboratory, Agricultural Extension Service, Col-

UIET, industrious James M. Mor- 

lan, who lives near “Weimar, has 

become a “wonder” farmer in 
South Texas. In his four years of 
farming 167 acres, not only has he 
rebuilt tired land and made it live 
again, but with the help of his partner 
also has built up one of the largest 
smoked-turkey markets in the country. 

Smoked turkey at first was only an 
idea with Morlan; he had neither the 
smoking facilities nor the know-how. 
Buf he contacted Roy E. Bucek, Jr., 
a graduate of Texas A&M College, 
who was experienced in the smoking 
process, and a partnership soon was 
formed. With Bucek’s experience in 
smoking turkeys and Morlan’s sales 
ability, this partnership put a warm, 
hearty “howdy” into Thanksgiving and 
Christmas giving, and at the same time 
obtained greater net returns from Mor- 
lan’s turkey crop. 


ROAD-BREASTED Bronze turkeys 

on Morlan’s Oakridge Fa-m are 
ready for smoking at the age of 28 
weeks. Slaughtering. curing, and 
smoking are done under U. S. Gov- 
ernment supervision at Schulenburg, 
where equipment for this purpose is 
located. The birds are cooked and 
seasoned in the smoking process over 
low hickory embers to retain all the 
savory juice and tenderness. Nearly 
5,000 of these mellow, golden brown 
smoked turkeys were shipped to Texas 
cities last year, and some were shipped 
to Canada and Alaska. With each tur- 
key goes complete instructions for 
handling and storing upon arrival at 
the point of destination. The birds 
may be served either cold or heated 
and basted with bouillon. 

This smoked-turkey enterprise ha¢ 
a meager beginning. Morlan’s first 900 
turkeys were smoked and sold to 
friends to be used as gifts. They 
weighed from ten to 20 pounds, 
smoked weight. These delicious gifts 
created an immediate demand for 600 
more. The second year, Morlan sold 
3,000 smoked turkeys, all raised on 


° 
his farm. Wholesalers increased their 
purchases from 500 birds the first 
year to 1,100 the second year, and 
hundreds of orders were 
received through the mail. The birds 
brought from $1.35 to $1.65 a pound, 
smoked weight, the lighter ones bring- 
ing the highest price. There is con- 
siderdble shrinkage in the curing and

The Morlan and Bucek smoked- 
turkey market has reached such pro- 
portions that Morlan produced about 
7,500 Broad-Breasted Bronze turkeys 
this year, all to be cured and smoked. 
Morlan also produced 18,000 Belts- 
ville Small White turkeys this year 
under contract. 


LTHOUGH it appears that raising 
Hi turkeys and smoking them for mar- 
ket is the chief enterprise of this farm, 
Morlan also has built up one of the 
best Holstein and Jersey herds in the 
country. His year-round pasture fur- 
nishes grazing for 24 head of dairy 
cows. His 50 acres in cultivation pro- 
duces to the maximum, as shown by 
the production of *4 bale of cotton to 
the acre on 20 acres last year. 

Morlan is current on his land pay- 
ments and on the $3,500 loan obtained 
from the Farmers Home Administra- 
tion for the purchase of his dairy cows.

OBTAIN a higher income per 
acre from the farm sheep flock, 
you must get the highest percent- 

age lamb crop possible. This is diffi- 
cult in the Southwest, because breed- 
ing problems are intensified by the 
long. hot, dry summers. We pointed 
out last month that the finewool 
breeds are better suited to reproduc- 
tion under these conditions than are 
the mutton breeds. 

The reproductive system is a very 
delicate mechanism. If it is to function 
properly, the other systems of the 
animal's body must be normal, so the 
sheep should be in good physical con- 
dition at all times 

Ewes should not be allowed to be- 
come excessively fat; this may impair 
their ability to reproduce. Many such 
ewes do not come in heat. Those that 
do may fail to conceive. Excessively 
fat ewes which conceive may produce 
small, weak lambs or fail to give an 
adequate supply of milk. Reproduc- 
tion rates are low also when ewes are 
extremely thin 


Vitamin A Essential 


Vitamin A is essential to normal re- 
production. A lack of it may cause 
temporary sterility. In cases where 
the ewes do conceive, the lambs may 
be born weak or dead. The best and 
cheapest way to supply Vitamin A is 
through green pastures. When such 
pastures are not available, green. leafy, 
dry roughages, such as alfalfa, are ex- 
cellent. Many sheepmen have reported 
good results from the use of Vitamin 
A fortified range cubes. Vitamin A 
degenerates rapidly, so storing this 
feed in paper bags helps prevent such 


loss. 


Value of “Flushing” 


Many sheepmen practice “flushing,” 
to insure a better lamb crop. Flush- 
ing means placing the ewes on a higher 
plane of nutrition two or three weeks 
before the breeding season. This helps 
them to gain weight and at the same 
time enables the various systems of 
the body to begin functioning in 
harmony. 

Green pastures are the best insur- 
ance of high reproduction. When pos- 
sible, the breeding season should be 
coordinated with green grazing. When.

green grazing is not available, supple- 
mental feeding may be used. Oats is 
one of the best conditioning feeds for 
both ewes and rams. However, it may 
prove too expensive. In view of this, 
any good grain mixture may be used. 
From one-fourth to one-half pound 
of grain per head daily in addition to 
the grazing is an excellent way to 
flush ewes. If grain is not available, 
about one pound of alfalfa hay per 
head daily will give about the same 
results. 


Put "Em in Feed Lot 


Recent experimental work shows 
that the percentage of lamb crop may 
be increased after the ewes have been 
bred. Bred ewes from the same flock 
that were maintained on the range 
without supplemental feed had a lower 
percentage lamb crop than those that 
received supplemental feed 
Other ewes from the same flock were 
put in the feed lot after breeding and 
had a still higher percentage of lamb 
crop These ewes all were bred in the 
same flock

them to be sluggish and inactive 
On the other hand, rams that are 


too thin are apt to be less fertile and 
less active. 

Many sheepmen feed their rams a 
light feed of grain for about a month 
before they are turned out. When pos- 
sible, it is a good idea to continue this 
practice all through the breeding sea- 
son. 


Care of Feet 


It is very important that the rams’ 
feet are in good condition when turned 
out, so they will be able to travel. 
When necessary, the feet should be 
trimmed well in advance of the date 
they are turned out. Also, the wool 
should be trimmed from the animals’ 
face so their vision will not be im- 
paired. 

If both ewes and rams are in good 
condition for the breeding season, the 
lambing season will be shortened. It 
is very desirable to have the lambs 
arrive in as short a period of time as 


possible.

N TEXAS, the name of H. A. 

“Pop” Kelling long has been as- 

sociated with the less fortunate 
farmers in their struggle against pow- 
erty. And it was pretty much of a 
struggle back in 1936 when this man 
of deep understanding and iron will 
was appointed supervisor for Farmers 
Home Administration in Wharton 
County, Texas. 

Mr. Kelling’s first loans were a little 
risky and extremely marginal, due to 
the depressed prices of farm products. 
Even so, less than 4 percent of the 
900 farmers who received a total of 
two million dollars from Uncle Sam 
had to be classed as collection cases. 
Chis is an outstanding record over a 
sixteen-year period. It is a tribute to 
the small farmers of Wharton County, 
many of whom felt it disgraceful to 
ask for financial help at a time when 
this country faced an acute credit 
situation. But out of his experiences 
as a teacher and banker, Mr. Kelling 
knew that borrowing money accord- 
ing to a careful plan was just as much 
a part of the business of farming as 
was feeding livestock or growing crops. 


Planning Pays Off 


Loans were based on farm and home 
plans. Most plans included a program 
of proper land use and the consump- 
tion of home-produced foods. They 
also included the production of adapt- 
able crops and the supporting 
practices of soil building, crop 
rotation, and efficient tools 
with which to work. Farmers 
responded to this sort of plan- 
ning, even though they called 
it red tape. They preferred 
red tape at the beginning 
rather than red ink at the end 
of a year’s work. 

Most FHA borrowers start- 
ed on a small scale, but they 
expanded their activities as 
favorable results began to ap- 
pear. At first, their living cost 
allowance on farm and home plans 
was cut to the very minimum; hired 
help was dispensed with in many cases. 
A tew farmers objected to the practice 
of such rigid economy. But Kelling, 
in his resolute and deliberate way, 
would say, “To stay out of the red re- 
quires the practice of economy and the 
willingness to work.” 


The Good Life 

[he application of this principle 
has resulted in comfort and inde- 
pendence for FHA _ borrowers in 
Wharton County. Their tables groan 
with good things to eat. They have 
milk, butter, eggs, turkeys, hogs, beef, 
and vegetables.

Livestock Health Encyclopedia, by 
Rudolph Seiden, Springer Publishing 
Co., 613 pages, $7.50. One of the 
best books on livestock health pub- 
lished in recent years.

The only objection is 
that some of the treatments are not 
explained clearly enough.

Insight into Astronomy, by Leo 
Mattersdorf, Lantern Press, Inc., 220 
pages, $3.50. This clearly written,

find on the subject. The author de- 
scribes the solar system, the stars, sun, 
moon, planets, eclipses, and tides and 
various theories of space in compara- 
tively elemental language.

him that only Roman Catholic 
churches could be established in 
Texas. “But the Mexican govern- 
ment,” he added, “does not intend to 
disturb churches already established.” 
This renewed the Elder’s faith, so he 
journeyed back to Illinois with “a 
prayer and a plan in his heart” to 
establish a Pilgrim Church. 

The church was organized in Craw- 
ford, Illinois, on July 26, 1833. 
Soon the seven members set out for 
Texas in ox-drawn wagons. The first 
religious service was held in Texas on 
January 12, 1834, near the town of 
Anderson, in Grimes County. In a 
short time the group divided, and a 
“branch” of the church went to Fort 
Parker, near Groesbeck, and the origi- 
nal church was moved to Fort Brown, 
which is in Houston County, and later 
to Elkhart. 

The first church building, 20 feet 
square, was made of logs, with a 
massive rock-and-mud chimney and a 
fireplace that furnished heat for the 
little room. The long seats were made 
of flat-hewn logs held up on pegs. The 
two small windows with homemade 
shutters and a rostrum of rough boards 
completed the little church 

Three other buildings have followed 
the log cabin. The present red brick 
structure was built in 1929, and an 
exact replica of the log cabin stands 
on the spot where the original was 
built the Parker family graveyard 
adjoins the church grounds

A highlight of Dorothy's 4-H career came last 
summer when she was elected co-chairman of the 
1953 Texas 4-H Round-Up. 

Clothing, gardening, home improvement, food 
preservation and preparation, landscaping, poultry, 
recreation, and crafts are demonstrations which Doro- 
thy has carried on in her local 4-H Club.

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Combine Takes Off on Airstrip 


R the wheat farmer, there is nothing like the 
thrill of rolling a combine across a golden field 
of ripe grain when the harvest is good. 

Forty-five boys in the FFA chapter at Woodward, 
Oklahoma, felt that thrill this year. They watched 
the combines reap the first bumper wheat crop off 
the chapter’s leased 342-acre farm, which is the city’s 
airport land. 

When the final count came, the boys had 3,275 
bushels of wheat for their share. A third of the 
harvest was paid as rent to the city of Woodward. 

The chapter made around $5,500 after expenses 
were paid. For the first time in three years it is out 
of debt, having paid off a note for $4,000 worth of 
farming equipment. 

This sounds like a big project the Woodward chap- 
ter has tackled. It is. But chapter adviser Hugh Robin- 
son thinks it is one of the best means of teaching 
boys practical farming. 

Some of his students are “town boys.” For in- 
stance, in Robinson’s agriculture classes are the sons 
of a dentist, doctor, lawyer, and several other busi- 
nessmen. 

In most cases these professional men own farms. 
Their sons are interested in farming, but living in the 
city they do not have an opportunity to learn to

operate farm machinery. The chapter farm gives 
them this opportunity. 

Robinson doesn’t expect his wheat project to be all 
roses. The ups and downs, crop failures and suc- 
cesses are all part of the training, he thinks. 

This year, for instance, one of the boys missed a 
big swath when the land was seeded. As a result, the 
chapter lost around $200. “They'll be a lot more 
careful next time,” the adviser said.—Jack Putman. 





They Arein Business 


| ey can town boys be made a part 
of regular vocational agriculture 
classes and qualify for FFA? The Lamar 
Future Farmer Chapter at Richmond, 
Texas, solved the problem by organizing 
three stock companies: The Lamar Live- 
stock Company, The Lamar Crop Com- 
pany, and the Lamar Insurance Com- 
pany. 

These three separate companies are 
financed by the issuance of common and 
preferred stock to FFA members. The 
boys use a plot of ground belonging to 
the school and lease adjacent land. 

The livestock company has bought heifers, grade 
cows, feeder calves, and other livestock. Because 
of good management, the company was able to pay 
off its capital investment the first year of operation 
and pay 10 percent to the stockholders. 

The boys’ insurance company not only insures 
animals in the livestock company but the valuable 
dairy cows, beef animals, and swine belonging to 
FFA boys who are not stockholders. 

Visitors to the chapter remark about the neat, 
cross-fenced pastures and plowed ficlds with legumes, 
grasses, feed crops, and cotton.

F rom Way Back 





He may be the one who started it all! 
The late Tom M. Marks, newspaper 
editor and afterwards county agent, in 
1908 organized the first Texas Corn 
Club, forerunner of 4-H organization. 


HE annals of the Texas Exten- 
sion Service say that the first 4-H 
Club in the nation was organized in 
Jack County. The brief record states: 
“The first demonstration agent to take 
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up this phase of work and promote it 
actively and successfully himself was 
Tom M. Marks of Jack County, 
Texas.” That was in 1908. 

Accordingly, observance of the 1952 
National 4-H Club Week in the coun- 
ty was primarily a memorial to Mr. 
Marks. At each club meeting one 
member retold the story of the forma- 
tion of the Jack County Corn Club. 
County Agent J. W. Hulsey reports 
that grandsons of three members of 
the first club were present at one club 
meeting. 

An unusual feature of Mr. Marks’ 
activities is that he was neither a 
farmer nor a trained student of agri- 
culture. In 1907, as editor of a weekly 
newspaper, he endeavored to persuade 
farmers that selected seed would grow 
better crops. To promote this idea he 
staged a corn show, with adult farm- 
ers of the county participating. The 
show was not a success, but the next 
year he tried the same thing with farm 
boys. First he organized them into a 
“Corn Club.” The club program was 
so successful that Mr. Marks quit the 
newspaper business and became a dem- 
onstration agent, the forerunner of 
the present-day county agricultural 
agent. 

From this beginning, the farm youth 
club idea spread rapidly over the na- 
tion.—C. A. Price.

Making Snow 


for Your Christmas Tree 


By SUE R. FORD 


l HAS been all of fifteen years since 
oe first read a gmall paragraph in 
FARM AND RANCH-SOUTHERN AGRI 
CULTURIST about decorating Christmas 
trees with soapsuds, 

The first few times we did it, we beat 
up the suds with a dover beater. To- 
day's electric mixer makes the suds 
froth dry quicker and easier. 

Usually we make a party of the 
event. We have a group of the chil- 
dren's playmates in for supper, and 
afterwards they trim the tree. 

The should be put on the 
tree before any trimming is placed. It 
takes about a box and a half of soap- 
flakes. We have used all kinds. Some 
times we shave up a bar of soap. After 
beating one bowlful, you can tell the 
right proportions ot soap and water 
to use. Each kind of flakes is a little 
different. As a rule, 1'% cups of 
water to one-half cup of flakes works 
well. That's about all your mixer bow! 
can take care of at one time. Be sure 
to use real soap, not one of the de-

EAT the mixture until it is dry as 
egg white for a meringue. If the 
bubbles are left large enough to sce, 
the fluff will die away after it is on the

keep the soap off of the floor or rug 
Put the snow on by the handful and 
spread it along the tops of the branches 
as thickly or as thinly as you like. We 
like our tree to look heavy with snow 
While it is still fresh, sprinkle flaked 
artificial snow the 
branch by branch, beginning at the 
bottom of the tree. Any that falls on 
the newspaper can be sprinkled again 
and again until finally it all sticks to 
the tree. 

Next, put colored ornaments, lights, 
and icicles on the tree. Be careful, be- 
cause soap which gets on the colored 
balls or light bulbs will take off their 
color. 

The electric light cord should be in- 
spected, of course, before use, and 
should be placed on after the “snow” 
is dry.

Cranberry Relish 
now and throughout the year 


By IRIS DAVENPORT 


E KNOW cranberries are consid- 

ered seasonal . .. but a home 
freezer makes it possible for us to en- 
joy the real honest-to-goodness flavor 
of fresh cranberries the year round. 

You can put the cranberries in the 
home freezer “as is.” You do not 
need to wash them. Just be sure the 
berries are dry. 

Maybe you are planning to make 
some cranberry relish to serve now. I 
suggest you double or triple the recipe 
and freeze part of it. 


Cranberry-Orange Relish 


V%q teaspoon salt 
2 cups sugar 


4 cups cranberries 
2 oranges, quartered 
and seeded 
Stem and rinse cranberries and put 
the raw cranberries and oranges 
through the food chopper—use me- 
dium blade. Add sugar and salt. Chill 
two or three hours to blend before 
serving or freezing. Makes two pints. 
To freeze: Put mixture in freezing 
containers. Leave ‘2-inch space at 
top for expansion. Push blunt knife 
or spoon down through mixture sev- 
eral times to let out the air and level 
down. Seal, label, and freeze accord- 
ing to the instructions provided for the 
type of container you are using 
Containers: Lined freezer boxes, 
waxed and moistureproof cardboard 
containers, glass freezer jars, plastic 
or aluminum containers. 


Tropical Relish 


1 cup canned shred- 
ded pineapple 

2 cups sugar 
4 teaspoon sait

F LATE, in these days of pa- 
() ternalism and socialism, we 

hear much talk about “human 
rights” taking precedence over “prop- 
erty rights.” But actually human rights 
are tied very closely to property rights. 
Separate the person from all property 
and you have the tramp on the road, 
satisfied with the shelter of a hay 
stack, a box, a car, or a park bench. 
The average person in our country 
has property—a home, an automobile, 
land, livestock, equipment, household 
goods, and electrical appliances. He 
also holds life insurance policies that 
represent definite payments of funds 
to his loved ones at death or to him- 
self at a fixed time. 

Even if aa individual rents a home, 
it is furnished with his household 
goods, which are property. In our 
land, his rented home is his “castle” 
where his human rights are respected 
by law and custom. So after all, prop- 
erty rights are human rights. 


Paths Paths on the farm and 
through the woods are in- 
‘triguing. Particularly do I like the 


ones through the woods. The earth 
underfoot is soft; it is not dusty in dry 
times or muddy in wet times. The 
forest litter that covers the path makes 
travel over it almost noiseless, espe- 
cially in the early morning and after 
a rain. It is bordered by trees and 
bushes, where birds nest and sing. 
Wild animals make use of these paths, 
too, as is evidenced by their tracks 
when there is fresh snow on_ the 
ground. 

Here on the farm there is a path 
through the woods to my _ tenant’s 
house. On the opposite side of his 
house, the sows have made a path 
through the corner of the woods go- 
ing from their feeding place in the 
pasture to the water trough. When I 
happen to be the feeder, as I am now, 
I like the short trip over this path. 
The trees are mainly maple and dog- 
wood, but on one side stands a fine 
tulip poplar. It has stood there for 
seventy-five years, but should stand 
another twenty or twenty-five years be- 
fore its timber is harvested. 

Twenty-eight years ago, when I was 
in England, I discovered that the foot- 
path really rated in that country. Once 
| was walking and the path took me 
right through a man’s poultry yard. I 
apologized for the intrusion, but he 
said that it was ail right, that people 
went through it at all hours of day or 
night. I asked if he could not do 
something about this, since poultry- 
raising was his way of earning a living. 
He said that the location of the foot- 
path was fixed and could not be 
changed. These paths really belong 
to the public. If a person using a 
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footpath is hurt by a bull or other ani- 
mal, the owner of the land is liable 
for damages. 


Rent 
Control 


Maybe rent control was 
justifiable as a war measure 
but certainly it should not 
have been allowed to drag on through 
the years after the war. Rent control 
is another sample of too much govern- 
ment in our business. The renter may 
be glad to have the cost of his rent 
held down, but he would not want the 
same government to regulate his in- 
come from investments or the price of 
the goods that he sells in his store. 
Regulations of wages, salaries, prices, 
and rent are not proper functions of 
our government. 

France tried rent control at the time 
of the first World War, and still has it. 
Rent often is held down to such a low 
figure that it will not pay the taxes on 
the property. But if the landlord re- 
fuses to keep his rental property in 
repair, he may be sued and compelled 
to keep it up with money obtained 
from other sources. But in socialistic 
France, there is a fly in the ointment 
of those who are benefiting from rent 
control—there is no incentive to build 
rental property, so the housing short- 
age in that country continues to grow 
more acute. 


How wonderful is the 
balance in nature! It 
seems that around my 
home in the country the proportion of 
fexes, hawks, and owls is high, so the 
rabbit and quail population cannot 
build up much. But, in general, one 
form of life checks another so that the 
balance is held at a fairly safe level. 
Lately, however, the grubworms seem 
to have increased to disastrous pro- 
portions, damaging some plants and 
destroying small seedlings. It is true 
that grubworm enemies are around— 
and they must be growing fat. Each 
day when we go to the field we see 
fresh holes that the skunks have made 
when taking grubworms out of the 
ground. 

I do not know just what the other 
enemies of the grubworms are, but 
the mole is insectivorous, so he must 
be getting in good licks in cutting 
dowp the grubworm to proper propor- 
tions. Right now we are not com- 
plaining about the runways of the 
mole. I have seen crows spending a 
good deal of time in one field where 
the cutworms are bad, so hope that 
this black robber of my corn is pay- 
ing back in part for the damage he 
has done.

" HEN young, growing chick- 
\\ ens are raised apart from 
older birds and on clean 
ground, chances of a serious round 
worm infestation are remote,” says Dr. 
W. A. Billings, University of Minne- 
sota veterinarian. He points out that 
birds will have a few worms under any 
system of management, but that two 
or three per bird will do little harm. 
When birds get heavy worm infesta- 
tion, a good worm remover should be 
used on the flock, but a good manage- 
ment program to prevent infestation is 
the way to control worms. 


Preventing Turkey Diseases 


“Most turkey diseases can be pre- 
vented by following a careful program 
of management and sanitation,” says 
Dr. W. A. Boney, Jr., Texas A&M 
College poultry pathologist. He says 
that such a program should include: 
securing vigorous, disease-free poults; 
avoiding undue exposure to disease 
and parasite organisms; providing a 
well-balanced diet; and using prompt 
and thorough methods of eradication 
when an outbreak occurs. 

Dr. Boney says the above program 
is not difficult if poults are secured 
from Pullorum Clean breeders or 
hatcherymen, and are brooded and 
ranged apart from all old birds. He 
also warns about visitors on the farm, 
as they may track in diseases to a clean 
flock. Dr. Boney says that turkey 
raisers should avoid the use of strong 
antiseptics in the drinking water. Such 
drugs may cause a sharp decline in 
water intake. 


What Leaders Are Saying 


“By using our new multiple-plane 
method of turning hatching eggs, it's 
possible to increase hatchability as 
much as 8 percent,” says E. M. Funk, 
of the University of Missouri. The 
new method turns eggs in different di- 
rections rather than tilting them, as 
now is being done in commercial in- 
cubators. 

“I like the hatchery business be- 
cause farmers don't trade in their old 
hens for baby chicks,” says Sam 
Grotewold, Iowa hatcheryman and 
new president of the American Hatch- 
ery and Poultry Federation. 

“To avoid leukosis outbreaks in pul- 
lets, brood chicks completely away 
from old birds and use no equipment 
that was used by older birds,” says 
A. S. Rosenwald, University of Cali- 
fornia veterinarian. 

“In areas where heavy outbreaks of 
bronchitis occur, the practice of im- 
munization by introducing the disease 
into the flock is recommended,” says 
Dr. H. Von Roeckel, Massachusetts 
veterinarian. 

“Today’s feeds are the best the

tailored to fit our modern-day chick- 
ens. However, a great part of the re- 
sponsibility for producing good birds 
rests with the users of these feeds,” 
says Dr. James McGinnis, nutritionist 
of Washington State College. 

“Broiler houses holding three to five 
thousand chicks now are the preferred 
size. Birds in smaller houses grow 
faster, give better feed conversion, and 
diseases are easier to control,” says 
Roy Ritter, Arkansas hatcheryman and 
poultry raiser. 


Did You Know That... 


@ Because pullets hatched for flock 
replacement dropped 7 percent last 
spring, it’s expected that the number 
of hens on farms January 1 will be 
well below the level of a year ago? 


@ The 1952 turkey crop is 13 percent 
above last year’s level, and that if liv- 
ability continues good, close to 60 
million turkeys will be marketed? 


@ A Midwestern turkey raiser has 
found that by hanging the clothes he 
has worn during the day close to the 
turkey roosts the man-scent will keep 
wolves and foxes away from his flock?

Starting Right 
with Chicks and Poults 
By T. A. HENSARLING 


Tue National Plans Con- 
ference was held in Dal- 
las on June 10 to 13. 

There were 116 pro- 
posed changes which were 
considered. Some that 
were approved will not affect the 
hatcheryman greatly. 

The word “flock” was given an addi- 
tional explanation: as it relates to the 
Pullorum provisions of the plan: “The 
word flock as applied to the Pullorum 
provisions of the plan shall mean all 
chickens on one farm, except that at 
the discretion of the official state 
agency, chickens in one group which 
are segregated from those in another 
group and have been so segregated for 
a period of at least thirty days may 
be considered as a separate flock.” 

Another change concerns egg size. 
“The minimum hatching egg weight 
for U. S. Approved and U. S. Certified 
stages shall be 1-11/12 ounces each 
(23 ounces per dozen) for the period 
from December through May, and 
1-9 ounces each (21 ounces per 
dozen) from June through Novem- 
ber.” 
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HE following change pertains to 
R.O.P. breeders: “A breeder shall 
not be recognized as an R.O.P. breed- 
er, nor shall he refer to R.O.P. in his 
advertising or sell R.O.P. stock, until 


the records for the previous year’s 
candidates have been submitted for 
publication.” 


It was approved that by July 1, 
1953, Pullorum Controlled will mean 
flocks with less than one percent re- 
actors, and by July 1, 1956, this class 
will be eliminated. 

Waterfowl now are not required to 
be tested for Pullorum disease. Al- 
though this does not greatly affect us 
in this area, it is very important to 
some states. 

In the past, in the Pullorurm Passed 
or Pullorum Clean classifications, re- 
actor birds could be submitted to a 
laboratory for culture to see if Pul- 
lorum could be isolated. If not, it was 
assumed they did not have it. 


HANGING the time between tests 

for chickens from 30 to 21 days 
is of particular interest to every na- 
tional plan participant. Flocks now 
may qualify in less time than when it 
was necessary to wait 30 days before 
retesting. 

Standard-Bred Bronze and Broad- 
Breasted Bronze turkeys now shall not 
be kept on the same premises or 
hatched in the same hatchery. 

Here is a new definition of a U. S. 
R.O.P. turkey breeder. “A U. S. 
R.O.P. turkey breeder is a person, 
firm, or corporation maintaining tur- 
key matings, including at least five 
matings, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the U. S. R.O.P. breeding 
stag>.” This sets a minimum of five 
matings.

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CHRISTMAS 


"THE birth of Christ was not announced 
in public print or by proclamation at the time of 
its occurrence. It was received with rejoicing by 
a few, with scorn by others, and with indifference 
by most. Yet, on December 25, 1952, people 
throughout the Christian world will kneel at His 
shrine. They will sing hymns of praise and hold 
celebrations. 

A birthday varies in its significance according 
to the age and temperament of the celebrant. To 
children it means One more step toward majority 
and a more independent and active participation in 
the affairs of life. To the old it marks a nearer 
approach to the end of life’s labors. But to all 
believers, the birth of Christ is symbolic of the 
pact between God and His people, guaranteeing 
life after death. 

“On earth peace, good will toward men.” That 
proclamation means something even to non-be- 
lievers in every Christian land. The exchange of 
gifts and greetings has become a mere habit with 
some, but even though these acts are thoughtlessly 
performed, there is something in the inner self 
which gives acknowledgment to an unexpressed 
belief in the reality of Christ. 

“On earth peace, good will toward men” is a 
prayer sent up from millions of Christian firesides. 
It is the real hope of our world. 


DESOCIALIZE THE UNITED STATES 


r 

Prue Wisconsin River lies wholly within 
that state. Along its course of approximately 300 
miles are twelve dams and power plants. These 
dams and power plants have been constructed by 
private enterprise. The government did not con- 
tribute one cent. Electric current from these plants 
is distributed over much of Wisconsin and parts 
of Illinois, including the city of Chicago. This en- 
terprise pays taxes—state, county, city, and fed- 
eral—-and pays dividends to stockholders who in 
turn pay income taxes. It is one of the best ex- 
amples of free enterprise in the country. Yet the 
administration long has made such companies its 
whipping boys and in many instances has done 
its best to obstruct private development of other 
power projects. 

For example, it has obstructed the plans of 
private companies to launch power developments 
at Roanoke Rapids, North Carolina, and at Ni- 
agara Falls. Instead, the government wants to 
build the projects—at greater cost. And it will 
not pay felleral taxes, of course, after the project 
is completed. 

It was the intent of our founding fathers that 
government guarantee us certain fundamental 
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rights, maintain law and order, provide for na- 
tional defense and services, such as highways and 
the postal system, which could not be handled 
by private enterprise. It was not their intent that 
the government go into business to compete with 
its Own citizens. 

During the war years, under a plea of emer- 
gency, the United States government constructed 
synthetic rubber plants, pipelines, and steel and 
aluminum plants at excessive costs. The govern- 
ment has disposed of some of these plants and is 
negotiating for the disposal of others. It is a move 
in the right direction. The losses which are sus- 
tained in the sales eventually will be made up by 
taxes collected. 

Charles E. Wilson, former Defense Mobilizer, 
suggests that the United States be completely de- 
socialized by the sale of TVA and other similar 
government projects, all power plants, and other 
enterprises, and get back to the functions of gov- 
ernment as set forth in the Constitution. He even 
Suggests that government bondholders be given 
stock in these enterprises for their bonds. Other 
people have made similar proposals, and Mr. 
Wilson's statements should stimulate further think- 
ing on this vital subject. 


THE LIMIT IN SIGHT 


@DUR national debt is limited, by law, to 

275 billion dollars. This is an astronomicai figure 
yet this limit will be reached sometime during 
the fiscal year 1953-54. Congress can hold the 
debt at this point or it can increase the limit, as 
has been done before, so the government can go 
merrily on its way, spending more than its income. 
It is interesting to look back a few years and 
review the financial condition of the United States. 
In 1900 the national debt was slightly more than 
one billion dollars. Many readers can remember 
the first time that Congress appropriated more than 
a billion dollars for government expenses. That 
“extravagant” group of legislators was widely 
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known as the “Billion-Dollar Congress.” 

During the fifteen years at the beginning of 
the century the national debt was reduced. Also, 
in the 1920-30 decade the debt was reduced each 
year. Since then, however, in times of peace as 
well as war, the debt has become even larger and 
the budget has remained unbalanced. Billions of 
dollars were added to the debt in an effort to over- 
come depression and start the wheels of commerce 
to turning. They never turned smoothly, however, 
until we got into another war. We have been en- 
joying “prosperity” ever since, but it is a fictitious 
war prosperity. We are spending future income, 
all of which must be paid with interest. The 
budget for the present fiscal year is over 91 billion 
dollars. The federal income will come far short 
of meeting this, so it is almost a certainty that 
the government will have to borrow another 10 
billion dollars to meet its obligation. What hap- 
pens after the legal debt limit ts reached again is 
up to Congress. 


FROM MODEL T’S TO TRACTORS 


Not many years ago visitors to 4-H 
Club roundups enjoyed watching the competition 
among the boys in getting a Model T started after 
it had been put out of running order. Model T's 
were in general use on our farms at that time, so it 
was considered important that every farm boy 
know how to get his car started under adverse 
conditions. 

Today a Model T is almost a museum exhibit. 
Contests now are held in which boys put a tractor 
in working order. The boy who knows his tractor 
saves time and money. Often he keeps his tractor 
out of the repair shop by discovering the trouble 
before it becomes serious. 

Future Farmers and 4-H Club boys will do a 
different kind of farming than their fathers did. 
The training these boys are now receiving will fit 
them admirdbly to master modern mechanized 
farming. 





BR wicurous rulings out of Washington 
certainly are not rarities. None, however, has 
displayed a more profound ignorance of farm 
conditions than a recent directive which has 
come to our attention. 

A ruling of the Department of Agriculture 
stated that farmers could not feed government- 
purchased hay to sheep; that they were re- 
stricted to feeding this hay to beef and dairy 
cattle. Upon learning of this, J. E. Stanford 
of the Kentucky Farm Bureau wired Secretary 
Brannan a vigorous protest, calling attention to 
the fact that sheep raising was a major project 
on Kentucky farms. He might have added 
that sheep raising was a major project in many 
of the drouth-stricken areas of the country, and

that to forbid farmers feeding this hay to sheep 
would result in tremendous losses to the sheep 
industry. 

In commenting further on this ukase Stan- 
ford said, “The ever-increasing tendency by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture to control 
farming operations inevitably results in un- 
workable and contradictable edicts propagated 
from the Department's offices in Washington.” 

Such displays of inefficient and one-track 
thinking by department employes are alto- 
gether too common. A few good farmers at the 
head of USDA bureaus, displacing an equal 
number of politicians, would improve the use- 
fulness of the department by at least 100 
percent.
